What strikes us, in the second place, is, that the 
Porte should have thought it compatiole with its 
dignity to bring before the great Capinets such 
grave accusations on a foundation so manifestty 
erroneous, without having even adaressed itself 
previously to the Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment. which would have given it every * 
convince itself of the untruth of the reports which 
have reached it. It is repugnant to us to refute 
in detail ms which the circular enu- 
merates. We must, however, record that at Ban- 
jaluka our soldiers have confined themselyes to 
repelling the attack undertaken by. rous 
hordes Against the hospital occupied by sick, 
wounded, and dying Bosnians, as well as 
Anustro-liungarians; and that at Serajevo 
only a few houses have been burned, not 
as a measure of retaliation after the teking 
of the town, but asa natural consequence of the 
street-figat. Although fanatics fired ou our troops 
from the windowsend the attics, the town has been 
neither burnt nor sacked. There has been no act 
of pillage on the part of our troops. Frequently. 
onthe contrary, our soldiers have prevented and 
stepped pillage on the part ot the natives. As re-

t the Porte compare the occupat on of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina oy the Imperial and Royal troous with 
that accomplished in 1851 and 1852 by Omar 
Pasha. with the object of introducing the 
Tanzimat. We had to fight the same elements 
with which Turkey had to do them, —elements 
which the Torkish Ministers themselves have 
characterized to you quite lately as untamable 
savages. We have accomplished in two months 
whatit took Omar Pasha two years to accomplish. 
While hisarmy lived on requisitions, and white 
be drew up long lists of proscriptions and 
executions, which he kept at the disposal 
of the Porte, and n which figured 
distincily a large number of persons of every 
religion, and, above all, several Pashas and many 
Beys, we have paid read money for everything, 
and our military tribunals have only executed a few 
individuals whose participation in the horrible 
atrocities commit on our soldiers, or Turkish 
functienaries and foreigners, had, after the most 
scrupulous triai, been proved by evidence. Let the 
Porte, then, compare this legal and humane pro- 
ceeding of our troops with the massacre and muti- 
lation of our wounded. 

As regatds the accusation relating to the trans- 
portation into Austria of Ottoman soldiers who had 
not even fought, we can really not wonder enough 
at the shoriness of the memory of the Porte. 
Does the Porte not rememoer that, without 
even waiting for the end of the struggle, 
we have sent back to their homes thousands 
of men who, faithful to the honorabie tradi- 
tions of every army which reepects itself, have 
refused to participate in an insurrection organized 
dy men without faith or law, and issued from the 
scum of the population, and who. after having 
murdered the officers and the Ottoman function- 
aries, established a reign of terror and plunder? 
We record here with satisfaction that in general 
the respectable classes have not taken part in the 
movement, except in some localitics, and in the 
case of some individuals who, in order to esca : 
confiscation and massacre, had to submit to t 
yoke of the insurgents until our soldiers n 

The spirit in which the occupation was under- 
taken is patent in our proclamation. If, instead 
of iming the respect of all confessions, 
we unfuried the flag of the delivéefance of 
the Christians, the task which we are sccom- 
piishing would certainly have demanded fewer 
sacrifices. But this would have been a signal 
for the extermination of the Mohammedans, 
whom it was our duty to protect as much as the 
Christians.

MORE COLD WEATHER.

Mewpuis, Oct. 30.—The weather cleared up 
this morning, and after noon the temperature 
began n rapid decline, a strong west wind 
blowing fiercely across the river. Another 
freeze is promised, which will give additional 
assurance that no danger will threaten absentees 
who return. The recent cold spell has killed 
the fever in the city limits, but refugees return- 
ing from the infected’ districts of the country 
are daily stricken down. Five of this class 
were reported to-day, the only pew cases 
heard of, Acting-Postmaster W. J. Chase, 
who was reported as a new case yesterday, is 
said tobe in a dying condition to-night, as is 
also W. J. B. Lonsdale, the only remaining 
member of the family of the late lamented 
John G. Lonsdale, Sr., who returned to the city 
only a few days ago.

THE RAILROAD LAW. 
A TEST CASE.

Wasnineron, D. C, Oct. 20.—The Govern- 
ment will probably be the first to test the valid- 
ity of the Rallroad law passed by the last Con- 
gress. Auditor French, of the Bureau of Rail- 
road Accounts, has, in accordance with the fifth 
section of that act, reported to the Secretary of 
the Interior that Leland Stanford, President of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, has refused to 
submil the books of that road to inspection, 
aud has refused to render such accounts as have 
been called for under the law. Formal notice of 
this refusal will be transmitted by the Secretary 
of the Interior to-morrow to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, with a request that legal proceedings un- 
der the act may be taken in behalf of the 
Thited States against the Central Pacific Road. 
The penalty for this violation of the law is 

A FINE IN EACH CASE 
of neglect or refusal to answer of not less than 
$1,000 nor more that $5,000. 

Under the decisions of the Attorney-General 
and Secretary of the Interior regarding the 
scope of the law creating an Auditot of Rail- 
road Accounts, it has been decided that forty- 
six railroads lying in whole or in part west of 
the mouth of the Missouri River come within 
ibe terms of the act, and are legally bound to 
respond to all calls for information from 
the Auditor. The terms of the law make 
the act cover all roads which are 
14 or in part west, north or south of the 

River, and to which the United States 
bave granted any loan of credit or subsidy in 
beads or lands. All roads, therefore, which lie 
either in whole or in part west of the meridian 
passing through the mouth of the Missouri 

sr, and to which the Government bas granted 
aud as specified, are held to fall within the pro- 
visions of the act. These forty-six roads have

One case, which was thoroughly examined, will 
serve as a specimen: 

Saturday, Oct. 7, a gentleman called upon 
Mrs. Joanna Gray, living at No. 74 State street, 
aud learned, upou inquiry, that on the 27th of 
September Mrs. Maria Underdew was adjudged 
insane in the County Court. When Mrs. Gray 
requested a conveyance to remove Mrs. Under- 
dew to Jefferson, a bailiff proffered his services, 
but informed her that it would be necessary tor 
her to pay him just $8, of which $3 was for car- 
riage-hire and the balance for the doctor and 
the attendant. Mrs. Gray gave him a $10 bill, 
and the bailiff was actually generous enough to 
returu the correct change,—$2. Mrs. Gray also 
states that a young man, who was in the court 
at the time, protested against this outrage, but, 
as she had once paid the money and did not 
care to raise any trouble with his Mightiness, 
one of Kern’s bailiffs, she let it go, and made 
no eflort to have the money returned to her. 


KERN’S INEFFPICIENCY. 
Instances Ge multiplying of the inefficient 
way in which Kern has been discharging the du- 
ties of his office. During the first year of his 
incumbency he started out with a great flour- 
ish of trumpets. He made mighty professions, 
and did make some reforms. The change from 
the awful and amazing incompetency of Agnew 
was so great that Kern received numerous 
puffs, which, if his administration had imme- 
diately tollowed that of Bradley, be would 
never have received. But during the last year 
things have run at loose ends. The jail prison- 
ers have starved, bailiffs have been suvsi- 
dized, juries have been packed, and the Sheriff 
has generally neglected his business ju his ef- 
forts to secure, first. a renomination, which he 
has, and next a re-election, which he cannot 


get. 

1 As an illustration of this neglect, the follow- 
Ing is given: 

Over a year ago a summons was issued ip 
the case of Bradley vs. [ne Town of Elk Grove, 
and to this day that summons has not been 
Served. The facts in the case are that Mr. Brad- 
4ey,—not the ex-Sheriff,—while crossing a bridge 
“gn the town designated, at night, feil with his 
Horse and wagon through a hole which bad, 
with the knowledge of the town officcrs, existed 
Jor two or three days, injuring himself severely. 
gic brought suit for damages, and there is 
where the matter rested, his lawyer's attempts 
o get the summons served during this entire 
year having proved entirely futile. 

And as an illustration of the way ia which 
favoritism has entered into tbe discharge of the 
duties of an office where favoritism should be 
unknown, it may be stated that awhile ago Capt. 
E. Morr:son sued Pete Mahr, ex-saloon-keeper, 
ex-Supervisor, ex-Alderman, and got an execu- 
tion for costs. It was handed to the Sheriff for 
service. Mahr is a great friend of Kern’s, They 
are bosom friends. The life of the execution 
expired. An alias execution was issued, and 
another, and another. It seemed impossible to 
have service obtained. Twenty times the Sheriff 
was called upon and entreated to attend to his 
business. Finally the Sheriff did condescend to 
serve this execution on his old friend, and the 
costs were obtained. Capt. Morrison then got 

udgment against Mahr for the principal. 
‘pe case was carried up to the Appellate 
Court, and the decision in his favor 
was affirmed there. An execution was issued 
again, but Kern dalhed and dallied, aud no 
jevy was made, aud the execution was finally 
returned with no property found. Then suit 
was begun against the bondsmnan,—Schmidt, 
the brewer. Mahr bad made an effort to get 
Tom Stout in as his bondsman, but that 
wouldn’t work. Schmidt is another of Kern’s 
great cronies, and it was almost equally tmpos- 
sible to get service on him. By dint of skilliul 
delay, term time passed, and by this device the 
gase has been delayed two terms. ; 

These are but two of the many instances of 
jhe way in which justice is executed by this par- 
_acular incumbent of the Sheriff's office.

WHITE’S RECORD IN 1874. 

When this man George R. White rau for State 
Senator tour years ago, there was a general 
outcry of indignation at the nomination, as 
there is at present. His record had not 
ripened and matured and borne fruit then as it 
has since. Let, even at that early day, while 
his Aldermanic record was but half made, 
‘there was a very decided protest against his 
candidacy, which resulted, it will be remem- 
bered, in his getting a smashing defeat at the 
bands of John C, Haines, White running far 
behind his ticket, except in his own ward, where 
there were peculiar reasons why be should have 
run ahead. Soon after he was pominated, there 
appeared in Tus TRIBUNE, which ovposed him 
then as it opposes him now, the affidavit of Ed- 
win Drury, then Chief Deputy in the County 
Clerk’s oftlice, to the effect that, on the 12th of 
October, 1874, he examined the poll-book of 
the old Eleventh Ward, and found therein 
of George E. White, as 
a voter, and that subsequently, on 
the 5th of i October, he examined 
the same poll-book, and found that portion on 
which the name of George E. White was wriit- 
ten torn out and destroyed. The object of. this 
affidavit was to show that less than two years 
previous to that period White had had his resi- 
dence in the then Thirteenth Ward, which was in 
the Fourth Senatorial District. At the time the 
affiidavit was made, White was a candidate in 
the First District; but it was claimed that he 
was ineligible by law, as the Constitution re- 
quired a residence of two years in the district 
to make him eligible. 

It was also stated in Tur Trirpung that, be- 
tween the 12th of October and the time when 
Mr. Drury examined the poll-book, it had been 
inspectea by George E. White and a friend. 
Tus Tamer also published the affidavit of II. 
A. Wynkoop, judge of election at the First Pre- 
cinct of the then Thirteenth Ward at the elec- 
tion held Nov. 5, 1872, who stated ‘that 
at that election George E. White voted 
in that precinct, giving his residence 
as No 20 North Ashland avenue. 
White had previously denied that he had voted 
in tnat precinct at that time, and claimed that 
he had voted in the Fourth Precinct of the old 
Eleventh Ward. Another aflidavit was priuted 
from H. C. Gross, who swore that he had ex- 
amined the poll-books of the Fourth Precinct of 
the old Eieventh Ward for the election of 1872, 
and that the poll-books showed that no person 
of the name of George E. White had voted in 
that precinct Nov. 5, 1872. These statements, 
tending to show the mutilation of a poll-book 
on the part of Mr. White and a friend to get 
into an ollice for which be was ineligibie, were 
never refuted by that individual. It was stated 
at the time that there were family reasons why 
he happened to have two residences, one in the 
Eleyenth and another in the Thirteenth Ward; 
but that matter Was not extensively gone into. 

During the same contest it was also charged 
that Mr. White's friends had enrolled, as a pre- 
puratory step toward his election, some 600 ad- 
ditional names gn the registry of the old 
Eleveuth Ward, aud that a partial examination 
disclosed the faet that the residences given by 
many of these enrelied voters were frauduient, 
no buildings of the numbers given existing. 
Some persons may remember the examination 
which was made of the registry-list for the 
Bethel-Home Hh aad the list ot bogus 
voters printed for’ tie benefit of the challengers. 
The charges made u connection with this affair 
were never disproy@d by Mr. White.

The Republican Campaign Committee held its 
regular meeting at 10:30 o’cloek yesterday morn- 
ing, with Norman T, Gassette presiding.. ‘Ihe 
Special Committee which had been appointed 
to wait on the Executive Committee in relation 
to the printing of tickets reported that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee would act in conformity 
with the wishes of the Campaign Committve. 
The action in relation to the appointment of 
cotaries was ratified. The Executive Commit- 
tee would print the tickets For“ and 
‘‘Against”’ the Drainageamendment. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee requested that the Cam- 
paign Committee think this matter over again, 
as it was for the interest of Cook County to vote 
for the Drainage amendment. 

Mr. Artour Dixon moved that the change in 
the printing of the tickets For“ and 
„against“ be still insisted on. 

Mr. Campbell thought that other sections of 
the State were interested, and it would be to 
the mterest of Cook County to print the ballots 
For“ the Drainage amendment. 

City-Attoruey Tuthill explained the amend- 
ment proposed, and said that it was simply giv- 
ing the Legislature certain powers, and it was 
not enacting a law by adopting the amend- 
ment. If the tickets were printed “For” and 
Against,“ many voters would cast their bal- 
lots without scratching out For“ or 
‘“* Against,’ thus casting a negative vote. He 
went over the whole ground, and insisted. that 
the tickets should be printed “For” the 
amendment.

On the call of wards and towns it was de- 
cided to print the ballots For“ and Against“ 
by a vote of 37 to 81, and the Chairman, N. T. 
Gassette, was instructed to present this action 
to the Executive Committee. 

When the roll of wards was called, Arthur 
Dixon reported favorable prospects from his 
ward. As son as he had finished, an insolent 
henchman of White’s, who calis himself R. H. 
Burke, endeavored to kick up arumpus by de- 
nouneing Arthur Dixon and others from the 
First Ward, ¢laithing that they were promoting 
dissensions in the party. He was immediately 
shut up on the grouod that he was out of order. 
This man Burke of late has been excessively im- 
pudent, ignorant, and insolent, and has done 
more to hurt White’s prospeets than any other 
person, save White himeelf. 

The call of wards proceeded after this inter- 
ruption, and showed that the prospects for suc- 
cess throughout the county were exceedingly 
gratifying. 

Mr. Seligman, from the Eighteenth Ward, re- 
ported that the old Hatch House gang was at 
work in that ward, and that in one case twelve 
names had been registered trom one house of 
persons who, the speaker himself kuew, did not 
live in the ward. it was also stated that gangs 
of repeaters had been organized in the interest 
of Kern, and managed by some of his deputies. 

Mr. Burke, the gentieman from the Tenth 
Ward, moved that Mr. Keough be expelled or 
excused from the Campaign Committee on the 
ground, as previously stated, of opposing White 
in the First Ward. 

A motion to lay theavhole matter on the ta- 
ble was carried by a vote of 24 to 16. 

The Campaign Committee rebuked Mr. Burke, 
and refused to take notice of the split in the 
First Senatorial District, by laying the whole 
matter on the table by an almost unanimous 
vote.

COL. ABNER TAYLOR. 

To the Voters of the First Senatorial District: It 
is well known to all of vou that a Republican 
Senatorial Convention was held in this district 
to uommate a candidate for the State Senate 
and two members for the Assembly, and that the 
Convention divided, one part putting in nomi- 
nation George E. White for the Senate, and D. 
W. Clark, Jr., and W. H. Thompson for the 
Assembly, and the other part nominating Abner 
Taylor for the Senate, and D. J. Lyon and A. P. 
Johnson for the Assembly. After an investiga- 
tion of all the facts surrounding the Conven- 
tion, | was satisfied that the part that nominated 


me, which consisted of sixteen delegates, was 
entitled to more weight than the part which 
nominated White, and which consisted of thir- 
teen delegates (it is but fair to state, in this 
connection, that the seats of eight delegates in 
both conventivas were contested), so I accepted 
the nomivation, and thas the matter stood 
when the Campaign Committee was formed 
to take charge of running the campaign. 
Some time after that was formed 1 re- 
ceived a notice from them that they wished 
to see me, On Saturday, the 2th, in 
obedience to this request I appeared before 
them, together with Mr. White. 1 informed 
them that | was prepared to and did tender to 
them my resigpation cunditionally: that they 
obtain Mr. White’s, and substitute a third man 
for the place. I did this for the purpose of har- 
mouvizing the differences and feuds in this dis- 
trict, and thus insuring the election of a Re- 
publican Senator. ‘This proposition was not ac- 
cepted, therefore the tender of my resignation 
was withdraw. 

i see by the newspapers that this Committee, 
constituted for the oniy purpose of runwing the 
campaign, With no power to make or unmake 
candidates, has pretended to, adjudicate the 
question as to which of us is the nominee. 
When Mr. White and 1 were before the Com- 
mittee Mr. White informed them that he was 
not present at the Convention, aud knew noth- 
ing of tue facts except as be had been told. I 
informed them the same thing, and gave them 
a short history as it had come to me. U bon that, 
tais_seif-onstituted. court, with the facts 
and Vyvidence all within their reach, did not call 
a wituess, but proceeded to render judgment 
upon the dectarations in the case. It would 
seem to all fair-minded men that if the Com- 
mittee had desired to treat the question in a 
fair and impartial manner they would have call- 
ed the judges of the borimary in the Ninth 
Ward, and all other persous who had any facts 
pearing on the matter, aud, after a carefui hear- 
ing of all the evidence, they would have been 
better prepared.to render judæmeut. This they 
did not do, and, as i did not submit any ques- 
tion to this Committee, | am not bound by their 
decision. I therefore stand beiore the voters of 
this district as the regular nominee of the Re- 
publican party, and as such feel it my duty to 
fight it out until the last vote is polled and 
couuted, and the people of this district must 
now decide which of us they wish to represent 
them in the State Senate. 

To that decision I shall bow obedience, but to 
no other. ABNER TAYLOR. 


HOFFMAN ON THE JURY QUES- 
TION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaao, Oct. 30.—I think the people should 
understand and appreciate the position taken 
by Mr. John Hoffman, the candidate for Sheriff, 
on the jury question. The dissatisfaction so 
frequently expressed and so generally felt all 
over this country on the subject of trials by 
jury has led mauy persons to propose seriously 
the abolition of the entire system and the sub- 
stitution of something else which would give 
better satisfaction. 1 do not propose to enter 
upon any exposition of the jury idea or make 
any defense in its favor, but will merely 
state that, in my opinion,—which 1 
think is also the opinion of the 
majority of the Bar and others whose 
duties or inclination have led them to investi- 
Cate the subject thoroughiy,—the main defect 
in our juries is curable in the Sheriif’s office. In 
the selection of the regular panel, the Board of 
County Commissioners is first responsible, as 
the list is, or is supposed to be, prepared by it. 
The Sheriff is then required to summon the 
jurors, who are drawn by lot by the Clerks of 
the Courts, from the list so prepared. But 
suppose the Sheriff does not take the troubie 
to summon the jurors, as he is required by law, 
but merely malls a notice to the juror, as I am 
informed has been done by our present Sheriff. 
We all Know that the men who ought to serve 
on juries are the men who @islike to do go, viz. : 
the responsible, respectable citizen who has his 
own business to attend to. he beat, the 
impecunious, the corrupt and the corruptibie, 
are those who covet the position for the sake of 
the pay or the opportunity of being bribed. 
Who, then, would regard the illegal notice sent 
by mail to appear to serve on a jury,—the 
thoughtful, earnest man of business who sees 
that such a hbotification is of no force, or tne 
man who from his character or circumstances is 
unfit for the position and will strive in every 
way to obtain it! . 

Then, in the event of the exhaustion of the 
regular panel, an everyday occurrence, the 
Sheriff, by his deputies and bailiffs, again has a 
finger in the jury pie. The filling of the panel 
is turned over to the Sheriff. It is then the 
deep damnation of the system crops out. It is 
then that the firm, conscientious Sheriff can 
exereise a most potential influence in the 
administration of justice, and the lax, 
easy-going, halil-fellow-well-met officer. can 
every now and then eause the whole community 
to rise up in indignation at some flagrant ver- 
dict, and call for the abojition of juries alto- 
gether. Hoffman has put his finger on this evil, 
and shown clearly that he understands its 
nature. He has 1 that his bailiffs shall not 
be permitted to put dead-beats and loafers on 
juries which they are called upon to fill, and 
that he would make himself responsible tor 
their acts, would summarily discharge any of 
his subordinates whom 
in apy villainy or negligence in that 
direction, and that he would be on 
the look-out for any such delinquencies, 
I am not aware that any Sheriff iu this county 
has heretofore expressed any interest in this 
subject, Certainly, their acts have not i- 
fested that any interest was felt by them. Kern 
Aua no particular improvement iu that re- 
gara. 

Tuis is a subject which should come home to 
every person, even if we are indifferent or care- 
less concerning the public welfare; yet in this 
matter we may, any one of us, be compelled to 
feei the smart of a verdict concerning our prop-

be endeavors to foist himself upon the public 
for another term. Tus TRIBUNE bas proven 
that Kern is inefficient. It has made charges 
and substantiated them, and neither Charley 
Kern nor his organ has ever dared to deny 
them. Kern has made it his boast that he exe- 
cuted Sherry and Connelly, and that by so do- 
ing he made a vacancy of two in the Irish race 
of Cook County.

Upon investigation, 
it is found that Kern has in this case, as in 
many others, violated his publie trust, and not 
discharged his official duties as the law requires 
him todo. Sherry and Connelly were executed 
in Juve last. It is well known that Charley 
Kern had some one hidden away in a box, who 
sprung the trap, and hung the two men. A 
TRIsUNE reporter has searched out the facts. 
Tbe law provides that the Sheriff or his deputy 
shall execute the sentences where the death pen- 
alty is involved. At the time of the hanging 
there was in jail, where he is now,a man 
named Joseph Lonergan. He was ar- 
rested in November last, charged 
with carrying on a fraudulent business. 
In our State Courts nothing could 
be done with him, but Special-Ageut James 
Stuart, of the Post-Office, tackled Lonergan, 
and he made his charge stick, which was that 
Lonerga:« was using the United States mails for 
a fraudulent and illegal purpose. Phil Hoyne 
put Lonergan in jail, and Judge Blodgett kind- 
weer’ him a residence there for one year, 
When Sherry and Connelly were executed, it is 
said that Kern went for the man Lonergan and 
secured him to do the hanging. Of course, it 
can be easily seen that it is not lawful to dedu- 
tize a prisouer—and that prisoner sentenced by 
the United States Court—to do the bang- 
ing. The law provides that the Sheriff or 
his deputy shail act a8 executioner. Kern took 
the creuit. to himself. and boasted that he hung 
two Irishmen; but when it came to the test it 
was found that he had pot the nerve, the 
moral courage, to do his duty as the law says 
and directs. It is said that Kern. gave Lonergan 
anew suit of clothes for his work, which the 
law says should have been executed by the 
Sheriff or his deputy. Can a Shesiff appoint a 
convicted criminal as his deputy! Is that ac- 
cording to the meaning of the statute! Let 
Mr. Kern answer for himself. Lonergan is stil! 
in jail, and he has about another month of his 
sentence yet to serve, besides a fine of $100 and 
costs of suit to pay. The public can judge 
whether a man who is sworn to doa duty and 
does not discharge it is fit to be re-electe 
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EBERLE VS. KERN. 

Brief mention was made the other day of the 
claim of Mr. William H. Eberle against Mr. 
Kern, Eberle claiming that be had been in 
Kern’s employ ag a cook, that his waged had run 
behindhand, that his employer had put him off 
from day to day, week to week, and month to 
month, 4nd that at last, after he had brought 
suit and had recovered judgment, Kern pleaded 
the statute of limitations, and thus avoided the 
payment of his legitimate debts. Mr. Kern has 
as yet made no answer to this, though one 
would suppose that an accusation of this kind 
would naturally prompt an answer, for the 
great majority of the voters of Cook County are 
poer people, earning their living by wages, and 
they don’t have a very cordial iceling for a 
person who bas kept back the pay which was 
due to one of their own number. They don't 
eare about electing to offices of emolament and 
trust those who grind the faces of the poor and 
swallow up the substance of the widow and the 
orphan. Probably Mr. Kern bas hot answered 
bevause it isn’t so easily answerable. Persons 
who want any further information on this sub- 
ject, or want to satisfy themselves beyond any 
possible shadow of doubt concerning the state- 
ments in Toe TRIBUNE, can get all the informa- 
tion they want by going to the office of the 
Clerk of tlie Superior Court and looking at the 
case, the general number of which is 71,379, and 
the term number 7,237. It is an appeal from 
Max Eberhardt, Justice of the Peace. 
aud the suit is by William H. Eberle 
vs. Charles Kern. It appears that 
on the 12th of August, 1878, Eberle got judg- 
ment against Kern for $182, and that the case 
was appealed the same day, the bondsman being 
Heury H. Anderson, and the amount of the 
bond $400. This judgment js for work and 
labor for Mr. Kerh. He proposes, it is under- 
stood, now that the case has been appealed. by 
him, to plead the statute of limitations. Ile 
did not plead it in the Justice Court. Will tie 
be allowed to doit in the Superior Court? A 
person who is a candidate for office, and depend- 
ent upon the votes of poor people for his elec- 
tion, cannot afford to plead the baby act. It 
would be much wiser for him to pay the little 
debt, and be able to flourish Eberle's receipt in 
the face of the newspapers.

Avother rousing 8 was held in the 
Fourteenth Ward last night, this time at the 
Northwestern Hall op Carroll street. Over 200 
were present. Speeches were made by Senator 
Riddle, Mr. Linscott, William II. Miller, Peter 
Kiolbassa, John Hoffman, and Justice Morrison. 
The latter referred to Col. Davis as a business 
man of ability. and one who was eminently fit- 
ted for Congressman. He then went after 
Sheriff Kern, reading from his printed report to 
show how he had calumniated the Irish, and 
characterized his statements as unqualified lies. 
Kern was a Frenchman by birth, a native of Lor- 
raine, and hostile by nature to the Germans, and 
it was an insult to them for him to ask for their 
votes. Mr. Morrison quoted from the statutes 
the provision regarding the dieting of prisoners, 
saying that the Sheriff was paid too much for 
the food furnished. The prisoners at the Bride- 
weli were better fed for 10 cents a day. and the 

‘army ration, which a strong, heaithy man could 
not eat, cost 2 cents, while the Democratic 
County Commissioners, influcnced by Kern, al- 
lowed him 35 cents per day, so that he made 
$80,000 a year. 

A meeting in the interest of Abner Taylor 
for Senator in the First Vistrict was held at the 
Pacific last night, C. I. Hotchkiss in the chair. 
Col. Taylor was present, and spoke bricfly on the 
peculiar issues involved in this campaign. He 
nad, he said, been led to take his present posi- 
tion by the advice of men representing the best 
elements of the Republican party in the First 
District, and who were fully alive to the hichest 
interests of the party.

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CCA, Oct; 30.—In an egitorial of your issue 
of Tuesday, Oct. 29, under the heading The 
Outrage upon Our Fishermen,” it would seem 
as if the United: Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, with the Dominion of Canada, had 


laid their heads together td insulf and outrage’ 


the interests and property pf the people of the 
United States. I trust thet you will allow one 
who is persovally cogulzant)of this alleged out-

Dominion of Canada, as you state it to be. 

Secondly, the outrage, as alleged, which you 
state to be “ recent,” occurred last winter; and, 

? 
if it is 0 gross as you represent, there has been 
plenty of time, since then and now, for the 
American nation, under the patriotic inpulse 
varts, to have sought and obtained re- 
dress, in the interval of nearly a year. 

For years since the Treaty ot Washington 
was signed, this decision of the British fisheries 
value has been averted by the Government at 
Washington. Meanwhile the Alabama claims, 
under the arbitration provided for by the same 
treaty, have long been settled, and were paid 
immediately on the adjudication, without wait- 
ing for the (atest date; and, of the amount go paid, 
a greater balance of English money how re- 
mains in the United States Treasury, even un- 
claimed for the specific object to which it was 
paid, than the whole Halifax fishery-award. 

Auother explanation of Mr. Evarts’ patriotic 
impulse to withdraw the attention ot his fel- 
low-citizens from internal political dissensions, 
and flaunt the red flag of Britain in their faces, 
ry 3 be found in the fact, as you state, that 
‘* Tne time fixed under the Halifax award for 
paying over the money ordered by that award, 
will expire on the 24th of November ensuing.” 

But, though comparisons are odious, justice 
sometimes requires that they should be made. 
These peace-binding compromises by arbitra- 
tion between the two great Anglo-Saxon pa- 
tional branches of the human race have only 
been prolific in the diffusion of such principles 
in America when they have accorded with the 
pretensions she has put forth. The Ashburton 
Treaty, the Treaty of the Straits of San Juan 
del Fuega. aud the Alabama Treaty were. all 
Olympian models of international justice. Why 
not the Halifax award, framed on the same 
principles! 

But it might de thought that this Halifax 
award, having passed the gauntlet of Benjamin 

Butler and both Houses of Congress at 
Wasnipgton, and having received the Presi- 
dent’s sanction, even since the Newfoundland 
outrages as aileged by Mr. Evarts, would be 
safe from the cross-questioning forensic ability 
of a great executive officer of a ereater nation. 
Possibly the Honorable the Secretary of State 
will pardon the use of the comparative in the 
latter reference. 

But what are the facts! Why, under the 
Treaty of Washington, permissive rights, yet 
running on credit, were granted to American cit- 
ens to enjoy the British in-shore fisheries as 
the British fishermen themselves enjoy them. That 
is to say, along the private fishing preserves of 
British residents on the coast of Newfound- 
land and other British North-American posses- 
sions, the Americans are allowed the right of 
fishing, under stipulations, as the proprietors of 
those fisheries do. Now, in order to preserve 
these in-shore fisheries, there are well-known 
laws, which exist and are enforced as well 
against the inbabitants as outsiders. These 
laws are made and considered necessary for the 
very preservation of the fisheries; and it could 
not surely be supposed that, as Tne Trisune 
alleges, Americans would be granted rights to 
fish at times and in a manner denied to the Brit- 
ish themselves. 

You say that, Under cover of a local ordi- 
nance forbidding the catching of mackerel on 
Sunday, the American fishermen were driven 
from their stations, their property was de- 
stroved, and their business broken up.“ 

Without impating any wiliful intent on the 
part of the writer, the statement is entirely er- 
roneous, with possibly the exception of fishing 
on Sunday. But that is no local law. It ex- 
tends over the whole 1 is enforced by 
the executive authorities. hile British sub- 
jects are allowed to trade and travel through 
the United States with all the freedom granted 
to American citizens, have thev thereby a right 
to break through the local laws regulating all 
trade and travel? Can Englishmen sell liquor 
and keep open their piaces of business or 
amusement in defiance of local ordinances as to 
time and place? Let any Euglisman or other 
foreigner try that game in any village or hamlet 
— — usetts or other State where the laws 

orbid. 

Again: there are no mackerel on the coast of 
Newfoundland; it was herring that these Amer- 
icans were not only fishing for, but destroying by 
means which the laws do not allow. They were 
using seines in the close season, whereby all 
changes for further breeding of the fish were 
destroyed, Besides, they were usiug the shore 
inside the harbor for the purpose of makin 

fast their seines. This they are expressiy forbdid- 
den to do under the treaty itself; and the outrage 
consisted in the poor resident fishermen, thus 
seeing what they might naturally regard as their 
own property being wantonly destroyed, took 
the law into their own hands, because there was 
no magistrate within a dozen miles of their 
lonely village, and cut the ropes which the 
Americans had fastened tothe shore. If the 
action of the Newfoundlanders was iilegal, that 
of the Americans was far more so. 3 

The statement that the Americans were 
driven from their stations,” is utterly iucor- 
rect; for, even under the treaty, they are not 
allowed to have stations on the coast. 

I have been nearly all over these fishing- 

ounds, not only on the Coast of Newfound- 

and, but throughout the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, and the Jersey shore; and 
I know, if the British fishery authorities, under 
the same Treaty of Washington, guarded their 
local laws as closely as those of the States of 
the Union above named, that where, on the 
Coast of Newfoundland, the Americans take 
off fish to the annual value of 82,000,000 
against $500,000 taken by the inhabitants, these 
values would be reversed very soon.

The Mxuxs investigation in Salt Lake City

It appears that the man 
MrLxs, besides being possessed of a remark- 
able fund of marital ambition, has also an 
unbalanced mind in which the brutal trait is 
largely predominant. This individual idio- 
syncracy appears to have militated strongly 
against the happiness of the mutual husband 
of the two unhappy wives. It also appears 
that the war broke out in the Mrs family 
during the nd marriage ceremony, and 
that Miss Own, the second wife, smote 
Mrs. Mrs the first upon tha cheek, and 
threatened her fractional lord and master 
with a like eompliment, but was prevented 
from carrying hostilities to that quarter by 
the intervention of the assembled company. 
Mormondom is represented as being severely 
shocked by these domestic developments, 
and the wrath of the Church is likely to be 
visited upon Mus for his little indiscre- 
tions, and especially for his carelessness in 
letting these damaging facts find their way 
to the public prints. 


We print elsewhere a communication from 
an English gentleman, setting forth the En- 
glish side of the questions now at issue as to 
the payment of the Halifax Fisheries award. 
As to the main question, whether the En- 
glish Government will indorse the principle 
that local legislation can set aside solemn 
treaty stipulations, our correspondent is suf- 
ficiently answered by the letter of Secretary 
Evarts, addressed to the American Minister 
in London, which was printed in Tur Tar- 
ung of Wednesday. Our correspondent lays 
considerable stress upon the prompt pay- 
ment of the Alabama award by England, 
and this is the only point made by him that 
needs particular attention. The two cases 
are so essentially and radically different that 
no comparison can be instituted between 
them. The Alabama award represented only 
the actual loss to our commerce, for which 
England was responsible. No ch rge was 
made for the outrage upon the people of 

the North. No charge was made for the 
encouragement to the people of the South. 
No charge was made for the immense expense 
caused to the Government by the prolonga- 
tion of the War through English agencies, 
The Alabama award was absurdly small as 
compared with the actual damages inflicted 
upon us. The Fishery award was made upon 
an entirely different basis. It might be com- 
pared to the adjustment of the books of two 
commercial houses doing business together 
to ascertain relative profits. In making that 
adjustment the American people have the 
right to complain not only that the jury was 
packed against them, but that the advantage 
of a free market for the Canadian fish more 
than offset the profits of our fishermen. 
It was an unjust and iniquitous award, in 
which we were overreached by an arbitrator 
acting in the interests of Great Britain, and 
looks very much like a conspiracy to get 
back the Alabama award, which our 
correspondent complains has not yet 
been paid over to the claimants. It is a 
little remarkable tiiat he does not know the 
reason of the delay to be the distracting and 
conflicting nature of these claims. But this 
is not tothe point. The two awards have 
nothing in common. The one was the pay- 
ment of actual losses. The other was an 
unfair arbitration on imaginary profits, and, 
upon the top of this indignity, the English 
Government now proposes to set aside a 
treaty and control the fishery business by

change and a settlement; and then, when

Regrets over the failure to adhere to this 
rule, however frequent and general, are all 
in vain. The time to act is at the election. 
He who votes to continue a man in such an 
office two termsin succession has no right 
to bewail a consequent defalcation and pub- 
lic loss. The time to protect the treasury is 
at the election, and the rule ought to be 
absolute, that at the end of every term of an 
office of large revenue there ought to be a 
settlement and a payment. Count 
the money, should be an _ inflexible 
rule. Short accounts and prompt set- 
tlements are the most certain means of 
defeating defalcations and deficits on 
the part of public officers. Such settle- 
ments are impossible whenever the in- 
cumbent is re-elected, and thus made his 
own succesgor. 

The fury of the Times concerning some 
frivolous accusations against Horrman and 
its wild but none the less scandalous ar- 
raignment of the Irish of Chicago as a 
secret, oath-bound organization to murder, 
burn, and rob, are mere inventions to divert 
public attention from the necessity, wisdom, 
and common-sense honesty of the rule re- 
quiring a change of officer, a counting of 
the money, an examination of the books, 
and a prompt settlement of the business of 
every office charged with the receipt of 
large revenues and large expenditures. Is 
Mr. Kxnx prepared to settle up his affairs? 
This can never be known if he be re-elected. 
If he be not prepared, then he can keep the 
knowledge of that fact to himself so long as 
he may be able to hold on to the office. Let 
us have a change, and have the money 
counted. 
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THE FISHERY COMPLICATION. 

The act passed by Congress making the 
appropriation for the payment of the Halifax 
Fisheries award to Great Britain left the 
payment entirely optional with the Govern-\ 
ment aud dependent upon the results of 
certain correspondence with the English 
Government, That correspondence has as- 
sumed fresh importance, owing to the com- 
plications which have arisen growing out of 
the attacks made upon our fishermen last 
January upon the coast of Newfoundland. 
Before that correspondence can be com- 
pleted the limit of time—Nov. 24 ensuing— 
may expire. Whether such be the case or 
not, it is cheering to note that Secretary 
Evarts substantially takes the ground that 
the award will not be paid unless the English 
Government is ready to do justice in the 
premises. 

Secretary Evarts has stated the position of 
the Government in a very forcible and posi- 
tive manner. His letter to the American 
Minister at London is tantamount to a not- 
fication to the English Government that if it 
indorses the report made by its naval officer 
as to the Newfoundland outrages, it is equiv- 
alent to a decision that the Colonial laws may 
at any time set aside treaty provisions and 
control the conditions, already named in the 
treaty, upon which our fishermen can follow 
their business in Canadian waters. So long, 
therefore, as existing local laws, and others 
which the authorities of Newfoundland may 
be pleased to make at any time, may pro- 
hibit American fishermen from the benefits 
for which our Government is now called 
upon to pay, it is absurd.to suppose 
that payment will be made. A check for the 
five millions and a half will be sent in 
whenever the English Government is ready 
to guarantee our fishermen their treaty- 
rights, and protect those rights from preju- 
dige by local legislation; otherwise, the 
money will not be paid, and the treaty will 
go into the waste-basket, as a worthless 
piece of paper. 
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ee says, ‘‘ What is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the „and our people do 
not propose that all the sauce shall be served 
to the Canadians, There must be s fair dis- 
tribution. We submit that neither England 
nor Canada are in a position to allow selfish 
local interests 4 override international 
agreement. The matter must be settled 
without any further quibbling, and there ro- 
main only about three weeks in which to do 
it. The Ameriem people have now got 
through with talking, and mean business. 


LET HIM BE REINSTATED, 

When a public man makes two statements 
touching a single fact, the: one flatly contra- 
dicting the other, the conclusion is irresist- 
ible that one of the statements is, to put it 
mildly, untrue. This is the bed that Judge 
Banos has made to lie in, so to speak, regard- 
ing the subject of the exclusion of Assistant 
District-Attorney Tuomsow from the investi- 
gation of the Custom-House building frauds 
before the Grand Jury. A week ago Judge 
Banos stated that ‘‘ his orders were such as to 
require him to conduct the examination per- 
sonally, although he would give $50 out 
of his own pocket to be let out of the case, 
and allow the investigation to be conducted 
by Mr. Tomson.” He stated, also, that 
these orders came to him in a sort of 
irregular, roundabout way,” and added: 
„What the reasons were for the giving of 
such orders I cannot imagine ; but such they 
are, and I am expected toobey them.” When 
it is considered that these statements were 
made in response to the question, Why is 
Mr. Tuomson to be excluded from the investi- 
gation?” there is no room whatever left for 
doubt as to the intention of Judge Banos to 
convey the impression that he had been or- 
dered to exclude him, and that the orders 
caine to him ina sneaking fashion from some- 
body who had neither legal nor moral right 
to issue any orders on the subject. 

Secretary Saerman’s open impeachment 
of the veracity of Judge Banas, which reach- 
ed here Tuesday morning, appearing in TRI 
Trisune’s Washington dispatches, left Judge 
Banas no alternative but to give to the pub- 
lic the name of the author of his alleged 
orders,“ or admit that he never received 
any such orders. He chose the latter horn 
of the dilemma. His statements of Tuesday 
are bungling tergiversations. He does not 
deny that he said a week ago just what was 
attributed to him in response to just such 
questions as were alleged to have been put 
to him. He flounders about in helpless en- 
tanglement in the meshes of his own ill-con- 
ceived and badly-executed evasions, In a 
word, it is evident that he has been insid- 
iously egged on to exclude THomson from 
the case by interested but irresponsible per- 
sons, and that he has aceepted such influ- 
ences as equivalent to orders, and commit- 
ted the egregious blunder of obeying them 
without reflecting that they were intended 
to defeat the ends of justice, and must in- 
evitably be so construed by the public, Un- 
der these circumstances, to advauce or retreat 
was equally fatal. He has chosen to eat his 
own words,—to admit tha the never had any 
instructions to exclude THomson from the 
case from anybody. 

There is, however, one resource left. 
There has never been even so much as the 
faintest intimation from the Department of 
Justice of want of confidence, either in the 
ability or integrity, of Mr. THomson. Mr. 
Secretary SHERMAN now informs Judge 
Banos with sharp emphasis that he, the head 
of the Treasury . reposes equa! 
confidence in Mr. T¥omsoy. Judge Banas 
need have no fear of any of the Secretary's 
subordinates since that official has spoken. 
Let him, therefore, neinstate Mr. Taomson.

He was, on Judge Bamwas’ own admission. ex- 
cluded without the shadow of cause. Let 
him be directed to fimish what he began so 
earnestly and prosecuted so vigorously.

The idea that 
the business men of Chicago, or any number 
of them, or any one of them, is disturbed 
in the slightest degree by the silly sensation 
of the Times invention is too ridiculous 
even to deceive the average reader of that 
paper. We do not believe the business men 
of Chicago, as a rule, read the Chicago 
Times at all, and they are consequently not 
likely to be alarmed at anything it may 
print; but, if they had read the reckless 
articles that have been printed upon this 
alleged Chicago branch of the ‘‘ Mollie Ma- 
guires,” they would resent their publication 
as calculated, and probably designed, to in- 
jure the city. 

There is another view to this case.. If the 
Times has invented lies about the Irish peo- 
ple of Chicago in the interest of Kenn, 
which seems to be the purpose, then Kern 
should pray to be delivered from any such 
partisanship. The fact that the Irish Demo- 
crats opposed his renomination is not a suf- 
ficient reason why his organ should denounce 
the whole Irish population as villains, thugs, 
and thieves. The free exercise of the right 
to vote according to one’s conscience and 
preference has not yet been denied in this 
part of the country, and the Irish have a 
lawful and moral right to vote against Kxxx, 
if they want to; the bulldozing of the Chi- 
cago Times is not likely to intimidate them, 
and the slander, abuse, and vilification is 
not likely to coax them into changing their 
minds, 

If Mr. Kern still has any hopes of being 
elected, he will do well to muzzle the Times, 
or it will damu him beyond redemption be- 
fore election-day shall arrive. It may be 
that the editor of the 7'tmes desires to defeat 
Kern for some reason or other, and in that 
case he has taken the very course to accom- 
plish that result. Or it may be that Kxnx, 
in his resentment toward the Irish who op- 
posed his nomination, has inspired the 
Times article, and in that case he can regard 
himself as largely responsible for the defeat 


ment over $400,000. 
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GEN. SHERMAN’S DOMESTIC APFAIRS. 

An article has been going the rounds of the 
newspapers which appeared originally in the 
Toledo Sunday Journal ‘as à jetter from 
Columbus, O. It purported to give the “true 
story” in regard to Gen. SHERMAN’s domestic 
life, which had been brought into publicity by 
the announcement of his son’s determination 
to enter the priesthood of the Catholic Church. 
This letter alleged that Mrs. Sunuax had al- 
ways encouraged her son in this direction, and 
that Gen. SHzrman charges bis wife with 
systematic Jesuitism” in concealing the fact 
from bim; that Gen. SHermMan has long been 
at variance with his wife, “ skipping at every 
soiree and reception at Washington” while she 
was making war on round dances, ‘tearing 
down the avenues behind the lichtest-stepping 
horses in the city,“ while she was at the confes- 
sional, and otherwise neglecting his family; 
that Gen. SaeRMAn rented the St. Louis resi- 
dence while the tamily had gone to Lancaster 
on a short visit, and that Gen. Sunuax and his 
wife are now living apart aud in estrangement. 

Every man of family can understand how 
mortifying and offensive such public statements 
of private domestic affairs are to those who are 
chiefly concerned; it is almost equally humiliat- 
ing to allow them to stand unchallenged and 
to rush into printdenying them. We have, how- 
ever. direct information from Gen. SHERMAN 
denying and denouncing the material state- 
ments of the article in question. It is true 
that Tom Suerman’s action in entering the 
priesthood was a serious disappointment to his 
father, not because the General objects now or 
ever did object to the religious profession of any 
member of his family, but because an excellent 
opportunity was open to the young man in St. 
Louis, and because his help was likeiy to be 
needed in the future maintenance of the family; 
at the same time Gen. SHERMAN did not re- 
proach his wife for the occurrence because, as 


he distinctly says, She had only notice of | 


it two days before it was communicated 
tome.” The leasing of the St. Louis residence, 
so far from being contrary to Mrs. SHfRMAN’s 
wishes, was suggested by that lady herseif; the 
family went to Lancaster, their old home, to 
remain there during the summer while the Gen- 
eral was on a tour to New Mexico and Armoua, 
and have since joined him in Washington, where 
they now are, and where Gen. SHERMAN’s du- 
ties require bim to pass most of his time. Mrs. 
SHERMAN has chosen schools for the two young- 
est children at Baltimore, and spends much of 
her own time in that city to escape the demands 
of society and the torture of incessant applica- 
tions from office-seekers and charity-bergars. 
Gen. SHERMAN and his wife are now on their 
way together to visit their married daughter, 
Mrs. FITCH, at St. Louis,—the General himself 
merely stopping over a couple of days at Indi- 
anapolis to take part in an army reunion. They 
will soon be back in Washington, “at home” 
to their friends as usual. 

Gen. SHERMAN turther says that, while he is 
averse to dispelling popuiar illusions, he has 
not, as a matter of fact, danced a “round 
dance“ for thirty years, never venturing more 
than the common “ cctillion’”’; but he encour- 
ages young people to dance on all suitable occa- 
sions, because he belicves the dance ‘fulfills a 
natural impulse, promotes health and virtue, 
and is far more salutary than idle moping and 
Cossiping.“ For the same reasons he has al- 
ways encouraged the theatre, opera, and con- 
cert, “‘as pleasurable diversions needed by all 
mankind.” As to the insinnation that he 
has neglected his family, he pronounces 
it an absolute falsehood,—the invention 
of one of the greatest scoundrels who 
ever inflicted his presence on a worthy 
community.” In conctusion, the General says 
characteristically: ‘Mrs. Sugnuax and I pro- 
fess to be able to manage our own affairs, and 
beg the public to take no concern on our ac- 
count: we have a host of good friends ail over 
this continent, and hope they will not be dis- 
tressed by the idle and silly gossip which will 
find its way into the best of newspapers.“

SHORT OFFICIAL SETTLEMENTS. 
Those of the people of this city who read 
the Chicago Times have been doubtless sur- 
prised at the space devoted in that paper to 
the discussion of the election of Sheriff, and 
disgusted if not amused at the energy with 
which that paper denounces Horrman for 
imaginary crimes, and denounces all the Irish 


who have signified a purpose to vote against 


Kern. Every Irishman on the Democratic 
ticket is represented to be personally. a dis- 
honest, incompetent scoundrel, or a secretly 
sworn enemy of the peace and liberty of the 
country and of the lives and property of the 
community. This abuse is confined to those 
Irishmen who refused Kern’s bribes, who 
now refuse his money, and who refuse to 
support him.

ion of the English Government is not only 
preposterous but inadmissible, and will be a 
bar to the payment of the award, Secretary 
Evanrs states his reasons very clearly. The 
local regulations which were applied to our 
fishermen in the particular case of last Janu- 
ary are in themselves sufficient to affect and 
prejudice every condition of our fishing in- 
dustry within the three-mile line, and so se- 
rious a limitation of treaty-rights as ac- 
tually to exclude our fishermen from any 
profit in their business. As Mr. Evanrs 
says: If our fishing fleet is subject to the 
Sunday laws of Newfoundland, made for the 
coast population; if it is excluded from the 
fishing grounds for half a year—October to 
April; if our seines and other contrivances’ 
for catching fish are subject to the regula- 
tions of this legislation of Newfoundland, it 
is not easy to see what firm or valuable meas- 
ure for the privilege of Art. 18, as conceded 
to the United States, this Government can 
promise to its citizens under the guarantee 
treaty.” With this danger in view, Secretary 
Evanrs firmly lays down the broad principle 
that if there are to be any regulations of 
common enjoyment they must be authenti- 
cated by common authority, and not by local 
legislation looking only to the domestic in- 
terests of one party. He concedes the point 
that regulations may be required in the com- 
mon interest of preserving the fisheries and 
preventing conflicts between fishermen, but 
contends that the competent authority to 
make such regulations does not rest with the 
people of Newfoundland, but in a joint con- 
vention that shall receive the sanction of the 
English Government and of our own. , 

The situation, therefore, may be summed 
up ih the declaration . That the fishery rights 
of the United States conceded by the treaty 
of Washington are to be exercised wholly 
free from the restraints and regulations of 
the statutes of Newfoundland now set up as 
authority over our fishermen, and from any 

“other regulations of fishing now in force, or 
that may be hereafter enacted by that Gov- 
ernment.” If the English Government is 
willing to concede this point, all will be well, 
and the award will be paid; if not, theaward 
will not be paid, and the decision of the En- 
glish Government will be considered as 
striking at the treaty itself. In taking this 
position, Secretary Evanrs reflects the senti- 
ments of the people of this country. They 
are in no mood to be trifled with any longer, 
and have lost all patience. They have had a 
verdict of five millions and a half awarded 
against them by a jury packed in the in- 
terests of Great Britain, and have submitted 
with what grace they could to the unjust 
and preposterous verdict. They will not 
consent now, in addition to this indignity, 
to have a solemn treaty set aside whenever 


Democratic party in 
couragement it has held out to the Nation-

The last they heard of him was 
that he was in New York City devising new 
regulations, with a view to enable New York 
importers to extract more money from the 
Treasury in the form of damage rebates than 
can be drawn from it under existing regula- 
tions. This is not an encouraging circum- 
stance. Western importers know that kid 
gloves equal to the Alexander cannot_ be 
bought in France at less than 54 francs per 
dozen. In other words, the rate—49 francs 
—established by Collector Merarrr is five 
francs too low. Anything less than 54 
francs is an undervaluation, and this under- 
valuation (1) robs the Treasury of a share of 
its legitimate revenue, and (2) operates as a 
prohibition of importations at every port in 
the country except the port of New York. 
This being true, there can be no more 
important subject than that of the investiga- 
tion confided to Judge Frencu. We submit, 
therefore, that Secretary Sherman should not 
only not shirk the responsibility, but court 
it, as an imperative duty devolving upon him 
in a grave and trying situation. The tongue 
of common rumor for many years has de- 
clared that the importers’ Ring of New York 
City will ruin any Custom-House administra- 
tion of that city that they cannot rule. Ru- 
mor goes further and déclares that for these 
mauy years the corrupt Ring have been aided 
by subordinates in the Treasury Department. 
Such a great scandal ought to be put to rest, 
now and forever, and we can conceive of no 
better way to silence it than for the Secretary 
to give to every important customs questiou 
his personal attention.

FINANCIAL. 


Gold fiuctnated, opening at 100%, going off a 
point to 100%, but recovering and closing at 
100%. The market is heavy, and apparently en- 
tirely under the control of the Treasury, which 
has in the last two weeks disbursed 810, 000. 000 
for called bonds and interest, ana will to-morrow 
pay out $6, 000, 000 for the Novembeninterest. In 
the last fortnight the specie imports have been 
$1, 000, 000 greater than the exports. 

_ Governments were dull in Chicago, with few 
transactions, but in New York the market was 
active, with an advance for the whole list, in- 
cluding the new 4s, which went up 4%. The open- 
ing quotations were: 6s of 1881, 108; 6s of 1867, 
105%; Geof 1868, 103%, sales; 10-408, 106%; 
Ss, 105%, sales; 448, 103%: 46, 100%. 

In foreign exchange there were offered some bills 
on France drawn against shipments of provisions, 
and some grain bilis, but the general situation was 
quiet, and rates werejunchanged, as quoted below. 

Chicago has a growing interest in the trade of 
France, its latest customer for grain. The official 
figures of the imports and exports of France for 
the first nine months of the year, summarized, 
show imports of articles of food of $209, 950, 800; 
natural products and materials necessary in indus- 
try, $343, 281,800; manufactured articles, $66, - 
841. 000; other merchandise, $31, 025, 200; total, 
$651, 098,800. Exporte—Manufactured articles. 
$271, 239,200; natural products, articies of food, 
and materials necessary in manufacturing indas- 
try, $190,952,400; other merchandise, $27, 589, - 
200; total, $489, 780,800. Compared with the re- 
turn for the correspondimg months of last year, 
the above figures still show a considerable diminu- 
tion of exporte—namely, $26, 000, O00 and a large 
increase of imports, those of last year having 
amounted only to $540, 752, 200. 

The Bank of England gained $635, 000 in bullion 
yesterday. Consoles opened weak, but closed 
higher at 945-16. Private advices represented 
the situation in London as undisturbed by any ap- 
prehension of serious trouble. 

A downward tendency has been noticeable re- 
cently in discount lines and in deposits. The banks 
are making their dividends, but the business world 
viewed over their counters does not display much 
life. The approaching resumption of specie pay- 
ments has a great deal to do with the conservative, 
cautious way business is being done. Trade stands 
before specie payments like a cold-water man be- 
fore his bath. The bath is good, and the man likes 
the glow it brings, but before the plunge there 
isashiver. The lst of January is to be a day of 

transition from the system of currency under which 
business has been done for seventeen years. 
Though the transition is to be to something better, 
it is a change. and changes are never thoroughly 
agreeable to business men, bankers, and capita!- 
ists. We see plenty of evidence that the intention 
to be ready for whatever may happen is an active 
force im the basiness calculations of to-day, al- 
though nothing out of the way is expected to 
happen.

It was “resolved yesterday that the Board of 
Trade do adjourn over next Tuesday, being elec- 
tion-day. The vote would have been aye 
without the boys, but they voted lustily nevertne- 
less. 

It is useless to request that none but members 
will vote on such occasions, and we suggest that 
such vetes should only be taken at a time desig- 
nated in advance, and that clerks, etc., be required 
to leave the hall five minutes beforehand. If not 
thas, then the ballot should be insisted on in every 
case where the business of individual members is 
limited by the votes of the rest. 

The average price of wheat in this market is only 
about 7le per bu, taking the low grades into the 
account, as well asthe high grades. This leaves 
barely 50c per bu on the farm at the average ais- 
tance from city and railroad. The farmers are ap- 
parently accepting the situation, but the price is 
evidently no inducement to send their wheat for- 
ward under unusual difficulties. The same re- 
mark applies to other grain, corn and oats being 
very low. With bad weather, making the roads in 
the country heavy, wecan scarcely expect to see 
supplies liberally kept up at present low prices. 

The leading produce markets were rather irregu- 
lar yesterday. Provisions were again weaker, the 
quantity of stuff on the market being much in ex- 
cess of the wants of onyers. Barley was weak, 
„going all to pieces under a pressure to realize. 
Other grain was steadier. Wheat, corn, and oats 
were actually firmer, with a fair shipping demand, 
the advices from Kurope being a little more favor- 
able to holders. The receipts in transatlantic 
ports are diminishing, and the time is now coming 
when they may be expected to diminish in the 
West, as bad weather makes poor roads. The re- 
ceipts are already smaller than heretofore. De- 
troit reports less than 20,000 ba wheat, and some 
other places a considerable falling off, while a free 
forwarding movement during the next four weeks 
is looked for. 

Dry goods were reported quiet, with little varia- 
tion in prices. Flanneis, hosiery, woolens, and 
goods especially adapted to winter wear, were 
chiefly inquired for. Jobbers of groceries repori a 
steadily-good business doing, with prices ruling 
fairly firm. New Orleans molasses of the 1878 
crop is arriving, and is offered at 44@58c, accord- 
ing to quality. The dried-fruit market was rea- 
sonably active, and most descriptions of foreign 
and domestic fruits were firm. Cherries are very 
scarce, and have sharply advanced; now held 
at 21@22c. Figs also are higher. Blackber- 
ries are lower. There was a good de- 
mand for fsh. Prices were the same 
as previously given, except for Holland herring, in 
which there was a decline of 10c. Butter and 
cheese remained very quiet, with prices weak and 
unsettled, stocks being excessive. No oprice- 
changes were noted in bagging, leather, tobacco, 
coal, and wood. Oils were in fair request, with 
prices nominally unchanged, though lard oil was 
decidedly weak. 

At the lumber-yards*the usual volume of busi- 
ness was attended to, and no material alteration 
in prices was made public. The price-list is 
shaded, but not enough to justify a change in 
quotations. The lumber supply at the sale docks 
was light, and nearly closed out at irregular prices. 
Broom-corn was active and unchanged. The re- 
ceipts continue large. Wool was steady. Hides 
soid readily at recent quotations. Seeds were 
quiet and steady, though clover was somewhat 
lower. The sales of poultry were again moderate, 
and at irregular prices. Green fruits continue in 
fair request, apples being the principal fruit. Po- 
tatoes were plenty and steady under an active in- 
quiry. 

Lake freights were quiet at Mc advance, 3\c be- 
ing the ruling rate to Buffalo. Some carriers held 
out for 3%c. Room was taken for 70,000 bu wheat 
and 50.000 bu corn, 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 los on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which includes meats.

Record of Judgments, New Suits, Di- 
vorce Cases, Etc. 


Jadge Blodgett yesterday rendered an opinion 
in the admiralty case of Anderson vs. Law. The 
ogse was written up in Tue Taipone at the time 
of the trial. The facts, in brief, are as foilows: 
schooner Champion, owned by the libel- 

arrived bere Dec. 1, 1576, with a cargo of 


consignea to Robert Law. He had no place 
— coal, aud after considerable delay and 
wersy the Master of the vessel was told to 
go to Lighthouse Slip and moor until the 
schooner was unloaded. He did so, expecting 
to unload immediately, but Law did not give 
nim any dock, and, while the vessel Jay 
there, d storm came which tore 
off ber bulkheads, and caused other 
damage. The Captain then moved out of the 
and remained in another place until spring, 
when sve was unloaded, The owners then 
proaght suit for the damages incurred. for stor- 
towage, hire, etc. ‘The case was referred 
to Commissioner Proudfoot, aud he revorted in 
favor of allowing about $300 for damages, but 
rejected the other claims. Exceptions were 
taken and argued at length, and yesterday sus- 
tained in part by Judge Blodgect. 

Tne Judge said the finding of the Commis- 
sioner proceeded on the assumption that the 
consignee of a vessel was bound to furnish a 
safe dock, and was responsible for damages sus- 
tained by a vessel if the dock was not safe. 
That was not the law. Tue consignee was bound 
to fursish an acceptable dock, but 
the Master was not bound to take his vessel to 
a dock that was unsafe. A seaman familiar 
with theaction of the sea and wind must be 
presumed to know how far such a dock would 
be unsafe in certain seasons of the year. A 
dock might be safe enough to discharge a cargo 
at, and yet be unsafe te lay up at all wiuter 
when the vessel was heavily loaded. The con- 
signee, Law, therefore, was not liable for 
damages sustained by the scbooner Waile at a 
dock to which she Was sent ior the purpose of 
discharging acargo, The damages asked were 
tooremote and contingent, and could not be 
beld to nate been in contemplation of either 
party unless stipulated for. Vessel often un- 
load at lers and docks in the open 
lake, it would de dangerous 
to hold that consignors or consignees were lia- 
nie for damages from the weather while so 
doing. Such damages belonged to the risks 
taken by the ship-owner rather than by those 
whe employed them. The exceptions to the 
finding would, thetefore, be sustained as far as 
it related to the damages. 

As to the claim for storage, the usage of the

A CARD FROM DR. REILLY. 


He Defends Himself, and Exposes the Ra- 
pacious and Cowardly Jacksonites. 
Tn the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Cut aeo, Oct. 30.—Within two days your col- 
umns have contained adverse and, as I think 1 can 
show, baseless criticisms upon my action in con- 
nection with the recent yellow-fever relief expe- 
dition, and which criticiems it seems incumbent 
upon me to notice. I readily admit that you are 
in no wiee responsible for them. They came to 
von as matters of news, duly authenticated. 
Nevertheless, they do me injury al) the more 
grave and serious that they appear in the pages of 
a journal of the standing and influence of Tuk 
Tune. I feel assured, therefore, that your 


sense of justice will cause the same prominence to 
be given my reply as was given the attacks. 

With your *pecial correspondent. Mr. Tucker, at 
Jackson, Miss, I have no fault tofind. He reported, 
doustiess, what he heard, namely. bitter com- 
plaints” from parties in Jackson who failed to have 
requisitions dlied from the stores of the relief- 
boat, which requisitions were niainly for cham- 
pagne, whisky, brandy, ale, and Budweiser beer. 
do far as my memory serves, the one single articie 
whica could legitimately claim to come under the 
head of **aiuch-need supplies was a half- 
barrel of castor oil. I may do injustice to the 
gentiemen woo made the requisition, but, if so, a 
reference to the files of the Vicksburg Howard 
Association will readily correct it, for this requisi- 
tion was handed to them when the remaining eup- 
plies of the Chambers came into their possession. 
So far from *‘proffering to furnish,” etc., 1 re- 
fused to pervonaiiy receive the requisition in Jack- 
son, but requested that it be sent to Vicksourg; and 
it was so sent by telegrapu the next day. Through 
some peculiar meutal condition of the senders, 
however, instead Of being addressed to Lieut. 
Benner, as it should have been. or to me for him, 
as it might have been, it was directed to Dr. F. Mu. 
Levy, and did. as a matter of fact, first reach Dr. 
Levy. a volunteer physician from New Orleans. 

This matter is hardly worth the attention be- 
stowed on it; and, indeed, unth this morning I 
hau decided to take no notice of it. But while te- 
fetripg ton at all I cannot refrain allusion to the 
uniform disgust and contempt everywhere ex- 
presed ai the action of the people of the Capital 
of the State of Mississippi; their frantic appeals 
for help telegraphed ali over the Union long before 
aeingie case of veilow fever had appeared within 
ite limits, their 40. 000 rations secured from Gov- 
ernment atthe very first opportunity, and safely 
lucked up to be distribated at the fail elections; 
their mercilegs quarantine regulations, which cut 
off aid and succor from the suidering communities 
around them, and which kept pack tbe relief train 
for Lake forty-eight hours after the Vicksbarg 
Howards had applied for permission to run it 
through Jackson at the rate of twenty miles 
an hour; their heroic Executive, protected by 
shnot-guns from all intrusion. silent, mactive, 
while widows and orphans were weeping aud starv- 
ing from the Mississippi River to the Alabama 
State line, from Holiy Springs to Osyka. 

lam no special admirer of Gen. Sherman; hié 
wife is a far abler strategist and tactician in my 
estimation. But if be had made a hole in the 
ground where Jackson stood in 1864, and puiled it 
in after him, so that it might never bave en re- 
built upon, the people of Mississippi ought to have 
canonized him (they tried to, I believe), if one 
tithe they say about their Capital be true. 

With reference to this morning's dispatch in your 
columns, the Associated Prees Agent at St. Louis 
makes Lieut. Hall accuse me, first, of exaggerat- 
ing the circumstances attending Lieut. Benner's 
death; second, of sending sensational dispatches 
about Benner’s sickness and death, and his (Hall's) 
own illness; and, lastly, of leaving the relief-boat 
at Vicksburg, and not being seen since by any one 
connected with the expedition. 

Lieut. Hall is an officer of the United States 
army, and the traditions of that service, if nothing 
else, would prevent him from wilifully misstating 
matters. Therefore, 1 am forced to the conclusion 
that such statements as he may have made were re- 
ported to the Press Agent at St. Louis by some one 
who duly reflected the sentiment of the community 
in which he lives, —àa community which 1 have not 
hesitated to speak freely about both in connection 
with the relief§jexpedition, its refusal to contribute 
to it, its attempt to charge two aod three prices 
for the stores bought for the boat, its treatment of 
the Greenville refugees and of the yellow-fever 
sufferers and region in general. It was, un- 
aoubtealy. too good an Opportunity to ict pass 
unimproved for wreaking a little persona! spleen 
by a St. Louis man against one who was, in some 
sense, a representative of Chicago. 

Whether it was possibile to ‘‘exaggerate” the 
circumstances attending Lieut. Beuner'’s highiy 
seneational sickness and death, or even Lieut. 
Ha).’s own brief, illness, —orought up, as he was, on 
tae night of benner’s funeral in a carriage to the 
hotel lrom the buat, and suffering from a chill, one 
of the commonest premonitions of the dreaded 
disease, —l leave others to judge. ?

The fifty-six hour safe will afford ample 
time to give tue alarm. in case it is attacked by 
robbers, to send out a force sufficient to recapt- 
ure it.

before Justice Kaufmann. The tugmen are 
between two fires. If tuey do not. whistle suff 
ciently loud to warn approaching vessels and give 
proper signals in all cases where the law requires 
them to do so, the Local Inspectors get after them; 
and if they whistle too loud for a city de- 
tective’s ears be forthwith arrests them. and 
taey are put to the trouble and delay made neces- 
sary by the act. Some time ago at Milwaukee a 
tugman was fined $50 by the Local Inspectors for 
not whistiing in a draw when he should have done 
so, and his excuse was that he had been warned by 
a city ordinance not to do so. The ordinance was 
thereupon repealea, or modified 80 as not to con- 
flict with the Federal law that governs navigation. 

Vessel men say that more careful and more in- 
telligent tenders are required on most of the 
bridges, and when good, competent men are placed 
in charge of them there will be less cause for com- 
plaint and fewer perplexing delays for the public.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


The Petit§Jury for the United States Cir- 
cuit Court has been called for Nov. 7. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday 
amounted to $51,072, of which 526, 607 Was for 
taxes on spirits. 

The Sub-Treas ry disbursements yesterday 
were $136,000 in currency, $1,000 in silver, and

A decision of considerable interest to 
dealers in a certain class of alleged medicines has 
lately been made by Commissioner Raum, and pro- 
mulgated to the various Collectors of Internal 
Revenue throughout the length ana breadth of the 
land. Heretofore dealers in ‘* bitters’ have been 
paying the proprietary stamp tax. The decision 
now made is that on and after Jan. 1, 1879. these 
gentiemen will be considered as retail liquor-deal- 
ers, inasmuch asthe bitters which they dispense 
are not, strictly speaking, and within the meaning 
of the law, proprietary medicines. Being re- 
garded as retail liquor-dealers, they will be neld to 
the payment of the regular license required of that 
class of merchants.

Chandler bas been and is now the general agent 
of the Star Union Line, at a salary of $4, 000.

want of the necessaries of life. Mrs. Chandler in 
conclusion says she does not want a divorce, that 
she will not consent to have her husband turned 
loose inte the world to contract another marriage

His present wife was the nurse of the first 
wife, and soon after the latter's death, it is 
claimed, he married her The managers of the 
Pennsylvania Company are well aware oj the Char- 
acter Mr. Cuandler bears, and the wife has 
often appealed to them for aid. It has 
been a surprise all along that he was 
upheld by the managers of the road, and 
allowed to go on in his mad career. He re- 
ceives a salary of , $4,000 per anoum 104 doing vir- 
tually nothing. fie is 80 eccentric that it is con- 
sidered that the work he does barms the Company 
more than it benefite it. It is generally the opinion 
that the Company should have at least taken $1, 
off bis salary and given it to the poor, abandoned 
wife. This would still have left him $3,000. Some 
two or three years ago a TripuNE reporter talked 
with the leading managers of the Pennsylvania 
Company regarding Mr. Chandler's peculiarities, 
and they stated that they kept him more for char- 
Nys sake. He been in their employ some 
twenty-five years, and done faithful service for 
them in the past. They believed he had softening 
of the brain, which caused him to act as be did.

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TICHENOR--MINE-SALTER. 
ANOTHER CHAPTER IN HIS HISTORY. 

A reporter ran across a prominent merchant 
yesterday, who furnished a chapter from the early 
career of Tichenor, the mine-salter, as a getter- 
up of schemes to swindle speculative people. 

Do you knew him?” wae the frst question. 

Know him? I recollect him.” 

How long back? N 

‘* The first I knew of him was fourteen or fifteen 
years ago. He ind another fellow—Gayner, or 


some name like that—calied on Gilman, Grannis 


& Farwell. It was at the time of the oil excite- 
ment, and Ticheuor and his partner were working 
oil then. They nud bad two or three interviews 
with the firm, and made a favorable impression. 
Gilmgn came to me, knowing I was from jowa, 
where the oil was, and tye said, ‘We have the big- 
gest thing on earth—a tremendous thing. And then 
he asked me if I was acquainted around Des Moines, 
1 told bim I was—all over lowa. He said there 
were two men over on the North Side, at the Revere 
House, I think, from lowa, with a sample of oil, 
and the firm was negotiating for a haif-interest, — 
$20, 000 or $30, 000, - and be wanted me to go over 
and interview the men, and give my opinion. If I 


thought they were good, we agreed to form a part- * 


nership of four, and buy up all the territory sur- 
rounding the oil country. | went over in the even- 
ing. und was introduced to Tichenor and the other 
man. Gilman and Farwell did the talking, and 1 
listened. Tichenor said some years ago he was 
going to California, and camped alohsside a brook 
in lowa, and, in the morning, wishing to scatter 
the fire. he threw a brand into the brook, and was 
much surprised to see the whole thing ignite. He 
said he had often thought of it as a wonderful 
thing, and while in California, the oil excitement 
having broken out, he had come to the conclusion 
that the brook was full ofoil. So he returned, and 
prospected along the stream until the spring was 
reached, and behold! oii was flowing out of that 
spring. He, with the other man, he said, were the 
fortunate owners of the land in which 
the oil was. To make his story 
stronger, he had a two-gallon jug 
full of crude oil, containing sticks and leaves, ae 
if taken from the earth. It looked as if it had 
been scraped together and gathered up at the 
spring. He was asked how he ootained it, and 
said: ‘We spread a blanket over the spring; it 
absorbed the oil and rejected the water, and then 
we wrung the blanket oat.’ Tnat accounted for 
the leaves and sticks. That night I started to Des 
Moines. I first went to see an old friend, the 
County Clerk, who posted me as to what was going 
on. About Tichenor,—and we went to tue locai- 
ity.” 

Where was it?’ 

About seven miles east of Des Moines. We 
saw it was airaud. We found the identical spring, 
and learned that t orty acres had been bought 
but a short time before for five sheep. It was the 
roughest looking ground in the neighborhood. On 
returning to Des Moines I met an old army friend, 
Gen. Tuttle, who éaid he would like to go and 
visit the place. We went the next day, and 
stopped at a note) where Tuttle was acquainted. 
We soon founa that the landlord was interested in 
the oil scheme,—conld see oil in every stone in 
the country. Tuttle said to me, ‘You take the 
landlord, and I'll buzz the wife.’ She told him 
the whole truth, —that Tichenor and the other man 
had been there several days the week previous, 
and. one day. went to Des Moines, and came back 
with a big jug. They were very careful of the 
jug. They went out about 11 o'clock one morn- 
ing, avery cold morning (the thermometer was 
below zero), and were gone two or three hours. 
They brought the jug back, and it seemed to be 
full of something. The General and I drove down 
the creek to a jog tut, and the man told us that 
the men had been there, and remained two or 
three hours. We visited tae spring, and found it 
frozen up solid. We asked the man where 
Tichenor got the oil from. He said he didn't get 
any oil there, —that ‘be brought a jug with bim. 
and kept it by bim, —aud couldn't ve gotten 
any oil or anything else in the 
sha of liquid, ad everything was frozen 
stiff. As for taere dein any oil iu the spring, he 
had never heard of such a thing, and bad drank 
the water hundreds of times. He offered to lease 
us his ground if we would give him a little for it. 
I saw, as before, that the whole thing was a fraud. 
and when lot back to Des Moines I sent a dis- 
patch to Chicago that the oil bubble was a fraud, 
from beginning to end, and not worth a cent. 
That di-patch. strange as it may appear, was pub- 
lished almost verbatim the next day in the Hegis/er, 
and Palmer gave mea general raking-down for in- 
terfering with and rugning down something that | 
was not an expert in and knew very little about. 

„That was Frank Palmer, the present Post- 
master of Chicago. 

es, but he was interested in oil, and ac- 
knowledged it afterwatds. Ali the prominent men 
in Des Moines would Bave it that there was oil 
there. They were determined to see money in it. 
Companies were organized, and Tuttie and others 
made some money '(Tichenor being the leading 
spirit), but not a drop of oil was found.“

res. A year or two after that he turned up in 
Crawford County, Wisconsin, near Prairie du 
Chien. He was veryActive, and was again the for- 
tunate owner of the only forty acres in that county 
provided with oi! spri He had salted the prop- 
erty, and oil was to be seen on all the rocks. He 
went to McGregor ‘aga stuck some people there. 
I was in correspondents with some of them, and 
when I heard Tichen was around I cautioned 
them, but it was tot late: they were already in 
the hole. That was last I heard of him until 
the recent puolication, except some years later, 
when | understood that he was here in Chicago 
operating on the Board of Trade. 


KENNEDY. 
TRIAL FOR WIFE-MURDER. 

On the night of July 22, Officer William Casey, 
while walking along bis beat in the southwestern 
part of the city beard @ succession of pistol-shots. 
Hurrying in the direction of the sound. he came to 
a small cottage on Meagher street, and there saw a 
woman lying on the floor with two wounds in her 


breast anda man leaning against the wall with a 
revoiver in his hand. The woman was Mrs. Mary 
Kennedy, and the man was her husband, Jeremiah 
Kenned. The officer promptly arrested the mur- 
derer, and found that the man had, after shooting 
his wife. made an attempt upon his own life. 

The trial of the murderer was begun yesterday 
in the Criminal Court. The morning was occupied 
in impaneling a jury, the foilowing being finally 
sworn in: S. K. Rockwell, D. Nicholson, Richard 
Kay. F. C. Shepard, Anton Nelleson, A. L. Ban- 
croft, Emil Eggert, Homer Boyington, I. H. Brown, 
J. T. Peterson, Edward Saunders, G. C. Pheips. 
Assistant State's- Attorney Weber conducted the 
prosecation, and Fierence McCarthy defended. 
The attorney for the defense stated that he would 
attempt to prove that the prisoner was not respon- 
sible tor his act, be being subject to emotional in- 
sanity. He would show that Kennedy was born in 
Ireland, and inherited insanity from his parents. 
In his earyi days be was an unusually sober, in- 
dustrious, and decent youth, but after a number of 
years the insane streak in his constitution began 
to show iteelf, for he grew violent in his actions 
and obscene in his iang@uage. The counsel would 
also show that Kennedy had reeeived injuries in 
his skull while living in Cairo, III., which caused 
concussion of the brain and rendered him quite in- 
sane at regular pe He was also epileptic, 
and had for years labored under tae delusion that 
his friends were trying to poison him. Another 
delusion was that people were conspiring against 
him. He had refused to see his old mother, 
who came all the way from Cleveland to see him, 
on the ground that she had cheated him oat of a 
large fortune. ‘Though his wife was a pure woman 
and above all suspicion, the man had for years be- 
lieved ber to be a prostitute. He would show that 
Mrs. Kennedy herself believed him to be insane, 
and expected to be killed by bim. 

OFFICER WILLIAM CASEY 
testified that on tne day of the murder be saw Ken- 
nedy at his house, No. 130 Meagher street. He 
was standing at the corner of Seventeenth and 
Union streets when he heard the shots. He ran 
towards Meagher street, and sawa crowd in front 
of the house. Theréhe saw Mrs. Kennedy lying 
on the porch, and ber husband leaning against the 
wail, He asked Mra. Kennedy who shot her, and 
she said her husband had done it. 
He arrested the man then, Rand took 
him to the station, where he found 
that Kennedy himself was wounded. On the way

Jacob Beckert. @ saioon-keeper, testified that 
Kennedy had been in his saloontwice. Once de 
bought ü cents’ worth of whisky, saying that it waa 
for rhéumatiom.

Stefan was recalled, and said that Kennedy had 
been regarded as a dangerous man. One day. 
about a week before the murder, a young man 
named Ortliff called to see hie wife, and when be 
came out Kennedy stood at the gate, and bulied a 
revolver on him. After the murder the witness 
found a long knife wrapped up in a rag, and hid 
under the carpet.

Mr. Senne spoke to the resolutions, and main- 
tained that the dieting of the prisoners did not cost 
more than 10 Cents per day, and that the allowatice 
he proposed to make was a liberal one. The sala- 
ries, he thought, were about right. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was opposed to the resolutions, 
and wanted the dieting taken out of the Sheriff's 
hands. He was satisfied that the dieting of the 
prisoners had not cost over 10 cents, and that it 
had been a source of immense profit to the Sheriff. 
He wanted the county to buy the provisions, and 
let the Sheriff have nothing further to do with the 
matter. 

Mr. Boese was in favor of the resolutions, and 
insisted upon their adoption. The prisoners could 
de fed for 10 cents, and the people did not invite 
any of them to partake of the fare offered. 

Mr. Wheeler did not know whether he was in 
favor of the resolutions or not, but spoke at some 
length on the subject, taking position in favor of 
giving the prisoners good food, and plenty of it. 

Mr. Burling wanted so much of the resolutions 
adopted as referred to salaries, and that the ques- 
tion of dieting should be laid over. 

Mr. Fitzgerald could not understand why there 
was so much ‘‘eagertism”™ in fixing the sala- 
ries of the Sheriff's office and the price for 
dieting. He wanted the prisoners well fed, and 
said that there were a great many persons sent to 
jail who were just as innocent as he was. and that 
no one knew but that he might turu up behind the 
bars some day. [Laughter.] If he should be so 
unfortunate, he did not want to be starved to 
death. 

Mr. Boese said that if the Board never made any 
redactions in salaries until the heads of the De- 
partments gave their consent. the epirit of extrava- 
gance would continue to prevail. it was in the 
power of the Board to reduce or fix the salaries, 
and he wanted the rules suspended and the resola- 
tions adopted. 

Mr. Lenzen wanted the resolutions referred to 
the Committee on Public Buildings and Jail and 
Jail Accounts. 

Some further discassion followed, in which Mr. 
Cleary wanted tue whole matter laid over, and 
finally, after considerable bulldozing on the part 
of Fitzgerald and others in the attempt to defeat 
the resolations, the whole matter was laid over 
under the rules. 

A DUPLICATE COUNTY ORDER. 

A communication was read from the County 
Treasurer calling attention to the fact that county 
order No. 19,038, for $250, issued in June. 1877. 
in duplicate, to John Comiekey in payment of his 
salary for May. on the representation that the 
original had been lost. had been presented for 
payment. The document set forth that, since the 
duplicate order had been issued, the original or- 
der had turned up, indorsed by Comiskey, and 

resented for payment oy H. B. Hurd, for J. O. 
Hoyt. of New York. Attacbed to the commanica- 
tion were the affidavits of Hurd and his clerk set- 
ting forth that the order had been presented at the 
‘Treasurer's office when first received by them for 
collection, and the Treasurer, saying nothing 
about a duplicate having deen issued, 
promised to pay it in * month 
or so, and that thereafter u was sold ata dis- 
count. The whole matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee, but Mr. Comiskey will be the 
loser in the affair im the end, for he gave the 
Treasurer an indemnifying bond in double the 
— of the order before the duplicate was w- 
sued. 

THE SHERIFF RESPONSIBLE. 

The Committe on Public Service reported ex- 
onerating the County Clerk from any biame in the 
matter of failing to send out the proper notices to 
the judges of election, etc., and putting the re- 
sponsibility on Sheriff Kern. The report was con- 
curred in unanimously. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the Committee on 
Public Service be authorized to go through the va- 
rious county offices, with a view to ascertaining 
where any reductions could be made in saiaries, to 
report at the next meeting. 

Mr. Senne thought the motion a little farcical, 
because he did not believe thai any one would con- 
sent to having his salary reduced. Tbe thing had 
been tried before, and without any good results. 

Mr. Cleary said that there “= half-a-dozen 
scrubd-girls at the hospital who were getting $12 
per month, and suggested that they might be cut 
down.

NICHOLAS STEFAN 

testified that he lived at No. 179 Meagher street. 
On the night of the murder, Kennedy was out 
later than usual. and came home rather excited. 
The witness oecupied the two front rooms on the 
same floor with Kennedy and his wife, who had 
the two rear rooms. Late at nigut the witness
